Wilson the Repeblican nominee tor
the Vice Presidency.

Heory Wilson is the senior of Mr.
Colfax by eleven years, Bat his fine
econstitution and excellent habits keep
him at the aze of sixty still in his in.
tellectual prime, and physically able to
stand up under any amount of labor.
Brought up to the age of 15 or 1S on a
farm in New Hampshire, he went to
Natick, Mass., and learned the trade of
a shoemaker. In 1810, atthe age of
28, he was elected to the House of Rep
resentatives, where he served for four
years, developing talents for speaking,
and what is much better, for executive
business. After this he served four
years in the State Senate, and was for
two of the four years President of that
body. Ia 1852, Wilson became the
Free-soil candidate for Congress, and
failed of election by only 92 votes,
though the party with which he acted
was 7,000 in the minority. He was a
member of the State Constitutional
Convention in 1853, In 1853, and
again in 1854 he ran for Governor of
Massachusetts on the Free sotl ticket,
and each time defeated. The State had
not yet lost its complete loyalty to the
Whiggery, which at that day was guite
conservative on the negro question.
The events in Kansag in 1851 and '55
ripened Free—Soilism in New England,
and the Legislature in 1855 elected
Wilson to the United States Senate
as the successor of Kdward Everett, who
resigned his seat lle was re elected
to the Sepate in 1859. 1In 1861 he
raised a regiment of Massachusetts vol-
unteers (the Twenty-Second) for the
war, and was made Colonel of it. He
joined the army of the Potomac, then
under McClellap, and that General ap-
pointed him on his staff, where he
served till Congress met in December
of that yesr. Since then he has been
a prominent member of the Senate,
wielding great influence. IHe has for
over ten years been Chairman of the
Military Committee, and has done more
to rcduce the army to its present eco-
nomical standard than any other man in
the country. Wilson, himself a man of
the people, rising from poverty, and by
dint of industry and talent placing him-
pelf very high in the social and political

The St. Augustine (Fla.) Press fur-
nishes the following :

During the heavy gales which pre.
vailed last fall, the tide on one ocecasion
was driven so low in the North river
that a remarkable disccvery was made-
About seven miles north of St. Augus-
tine, on the west shore of the North
river, the remains of an ancient city
were discovered. The parties who have
given us the information are ready to
conduct any one who desire it to the
spot. Several wells, walled in with co~
duins, aré nmow visible under water ;
but the foundations of the houses can
be only felt with a pole. On this ocea-
sion of the discovery, » gale had prevail-
ed for four or five days from the north
—driving the water out of tho river tv
an extent never before known, Futher
investigations have also brought to light
a cobuina quarry on this same site ; and
what is the most remarkable, the quar-
ry is in the midst of a dense hammock
and which any one can see row, by
taking the trouble to go there. The
rock is of alquality equal to any onAn-
astasia Island, and the quarry has been
extensively used, doubtless far the pur-
pose of building this eity or settlement—~
for one or the other it certainly was.

The question which naturally arises
is, by whom wos this settlement made
l_”by natives of this continent or Luro-

peans ! All histographers agree that
Ponce de Leon,a companion of Colum
bus, in his second voyage, first tonched
on this New World at a point three
miles north of St. Augustine, This
would have brought him within four
miles of this, city or settlement, which-
ever it might have been. Say they, one
and all, “he found the natives fieree and
implacable.” But, at this period—
1512 all history is silent, and we hear
pothing more of Florida or of America
until 1520—when Narvaez arrived on
the westere or gulf coast. Who will
solve this mystery 7 Perhaps it may
throw light on the history of America
hitherto concealed. For let 1t be re-
mewbered that St. Augustine was the
first city scttied in America. Our city
is stilled thronged witlr visitors. There
may be some among them curious
enough to search inoto the history of
their country ; or, at least, curious |
enough to gratify their own curiosity. |
There are pleasure boats in plenty in
the barbor, and at this delightful zeasou
we would suggest that a trip to the
North river—only seven wiles—could
be accomplished in a very short time—
wind aod tide favoring—which our
“ pleasure yacht fleet”’” perfeetly com
prehend. Who will go to solve this |
about which we ourselves desire all the
the information we can obtain ?
